Every dav in the year, in good weather and 
bur, shtserrs mav be seen peering through the 
rallings of Bockinghom Palace, lining wp ot the 
Tower of London, of visiting the Horse Guards 
Parade.

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eccupy buildings of respectable antiquity and 
commensurate amenities, but across the Clop- 
tan Bridge stands an up-to-date inn, the 
Alveston Manor Hotel, where we stayed in 
comfort. It occupies u manor dating back to 
the Middle Ages. The place was a prosperous 
farm in Shakespeare's time, and the muin ho- 
tel portion contains punecling that dates from 
the 16th century. 

The propensity of Stratfordians to invent 
legends that have no validity in fact is ilus- 
trated by a sign that suddenly appeared on 
one hotel's back lawn while we were there, 
Without the slightest evidence, it declared 
that A Midsomer Night's Dyegin was first 
performed under the neighboring cedar tree! 

The most famous legend, also unfounded, is 
the story of Shakespeare's poaching deer from 
Sir Thomas Lucy at Charlecote, four miles 
from Stratford. The fact is that Sir Thomas 
did not then have a deer park, though deer 
tbound there now 

Nonetheless, even if Shukespeare cid not 
poach deer from Sir Thomas Lucy, he gives 
evidence of a knowledge of hunting, In his 
Plays he likes to draw metaphers ane <imiles 
from the chase, For instunce, in Julins Caesar 
HT, 1). Antony refers to Caesars murder in 
terms of a deer hunt: 


Here wast thon bayed, brave dart; 

Heve didst thou fall: and here they 
dtenters stand, 

Signed in thy spoil and crimyoned 
te they fethe [blood], 


In As Yow Like ff there occurs.a famous 
description af “a poor styuestered stag, That

Plainly, 
Shakespenre was an outdoorsman. 

The Jegend that has: producedt the must 
relics is the story that New Place, the hand: 
some cstite that Shakespeare bought in Strat: 
ford when he retired, contained a mulberry 
tree which the poet had plinted with his own 
hand. Tourists as early asthe 18th century 
became sich a nuisance that the owner, the 
Reverend Francis Gastrell, enraged, finally 
cut down the sacred mulberry, 

The wood of the tree was bought by a local 
craftsman, Thomas Sharp, who. made it) up 
into countless souvenirs thal were sold wide 
ly. In time the Folver Library alone acquired 
enouh mulberry souvenirs to have used up 
it least a cord of wood for their manufacture 
The carpenter was wecused of faking relics 
of New Place, but he swore by the Twelve 
Apostles that all were genuine. 


ACTUAL RELICS of Shakespeare's life in 
A Stratford ate numerous und interesting 
. The director of the Birthplace Trust, 
Mr. Fox, has been careful to make ne claims 
that cannot be substantiated with good ew- 
dence. The birthplace itself in Henley Street, 
a double house owned by Shakespeare's fu- 
ther, served both as residence and the family 
glove shep (page 625) The birthroom hus 
contemporary Eliabethun furniture, though 
not the original Shakespeare furnishings, 
which were long ago dispersed. 

The same cure has been shown in furnish- 
Ing Anne Hathaway's Cottage, where Shake- 
Speane went courting his wife: Marv Arden's 
House, home of Shakespeare's mother (page 
627); and Hall's Croft, the house and office 
of Shakespeare's physician son-in-law, Dr 
John Hall (pages 617 and 6234) 
All these houses, under Mr. Fox's 
care, ure museums of senuine hiz- 
torical valte, 

Hall's Croft is one of the most 
interesting houses in Stratford. It 
has an herb garden of the surt a 
physician would have maintained, 
and it has a odector’s office with 
siime of the equipment that a phy 
sictin of the day would have hued 

Hall kept a clinical note book af 
his patients beginning in 1616, the 
year Shakespeare died, but uwnfer: 
tunately the record, still existing, 
makes no mention of his: mest 
famous patient's last Hlness, 

The Grammar School, where 
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Shakespeare undoubtedly got his education, 
stands in Church Street The much-carved 
desks aire still there (page 624), but the initials 
“WS.” appear on none of them. Beneath the 
echoolroom, now known as the Big Schowl, 
is the old Guildhall, where itinerant players 
mive periorminces. There Shakespeare anw 
ne first plavs, and there he received the in- 
spiration, perhaps, that took him to London 
lo join a dramatic company,

Shakespeare was familiar with the wood- 
lands of this region of Warwickshire and 
the nehboring counties He had probably 
poached deer in some of them and hunted 
other game The Forest of Arden north af 
Stratford wave him aoname andl the atmos- 
phere for Ay For Like Mt. He knew the trees 
by nume and he understood woodcraft 

Cedars; common in the parks of Warwick- 
shire, he ustially dleseribes as the “loftw ceclar,” 
the “majestic cedar,” or the “stately cedar” 
(Cymbeline, V, 3), He can refer to “Jove's tout 
oak” (Tite Fentpest, V, 1) ar “the splitting 
wind” that “Makes flextble the knees of kinot- 
ted oaks” (Trotlvs ond Cresstda, 1, 3). And he 
reveals an observation from nature in a pas- 
sage like this from A Midsummer Night's

After one Yorkrst defeat, the Duke of York's 
head wat impaled over Micklewate Bar in 
York (pages 646-7), All these episodes Shake- 
spéare mentions, but we could give the scenes 
only fleeting visits as we traveled worth, 

Shakespeare probably had no personal 
knowledge of Scotlind, but Macheth focused 
a vivid light on the Seots for generations to 
come. Scotland and Scots were much on the 
minds of Englishmen when Shakespeare 
wrote the play, Queen Elizabeth was dead, 
and a Scottish King, James V1, occupied ber 
throne as James | of England, 

In 1604 he bad come to London with a 
swarm of hungry Scots in his train, and the 
number of these new arrivals had caused 
much comment among Enetishmen, who re- 
sented the distribution of roval favors to oul- 
landers. Hen Jonson and his collaborators in 
a plas called Eastward He! satirized the 
Scots—und were sent to jail to repent. 

Shukespaure wos shrewder. He wrote 
Scottish ploy that paid an elaborate tribute 
to King James by showing Banquo’s descend- 
ants (King James was one) all wearing royal 
crowns. Wacbetl must have pleased the hing, 
for it was acted! at court more than once. 

Few of Shakespeare's countrymen knew 
Scotland at first hand, espectally the wild 
highland country that was Muacbeth's lane. 
But from Holinshedl's (ironicies the chruma- 
list ool the essential facts, pod his imagination 
did the test Macheth ic supposed to have 
hal castles ot Inverness ond in the neighbor- 
ing recion. and at Cawdor there is an extunt 
castle chumimg a Macheth association. 

But Cawdor Castle does not date back to 
Macbeth's time, the Pith century, though it 
tloes have a tower that dates from 1454, Mac- 
beth was Thane of Cawdor, and legen now 
mikes Cowdor Castle the scene of King Dun- 
can's murder.

The day after Pearl Harbor, and one hour 
titer be voted for the declaration of war, he 
left his seat in the House of Representatives 
—to become the first Congressman on active 
naval service in Workl War Ul.

No Need to Thirst in Bamboo Country 


Al dawn, with Anggau anil two carers of 
equally formidable ancestry, Jim and I set 
off, For an howr, we hiked around the neat 
edges of rice fields and across green, buffulo- 
dotted fields: The usual route up Kinabalu 
lies on the south face, but Angenu was tiking 
us toward an éastern spur. [ could only hope 
he was right 

Before us, Kinabalu’s peaks were, as usual, 
cloucd-wropped, but we soon lost any sense 
of the mountain as such, for we plunged mto 
Wirtin: rain. forest which grew denser anid 
darker with each upward step, We became 
burrowers rather thun hikers. 

Two thousand feet above the valley, our 
course threaded a belt of towering bamboo, 
Each emerald shaft was four to six tnches in 
diameter—and each bamboo segment Was a 
conteen full of water! Mudah, one of our car- 
riers, showed us how to drink. He whackod 
the bamboo shaft just above a joint, and out 
poured a crystal-clear fluid, both cooler and 
purer than the chemically treated supply in 
my alitminum canteen, | tried it and found 
the taste like that of disulled water (pages 
688-9).

“The water lowed through, 
leaving a heap of debrit—the skeletons. of 
ants, fies, beetles, worms, and a miscellany of 
other crawling and flving things that hud 
somehow fallen in ond drowned. Their mis- 
fortune was not accidental, in fact, it was the 
result of ingenuity and deception that only 
niture could devise. 

Lining the mouth of each Nepenifies pitch- 
er lire glands that produce insect-attracting 
chemicals. Thus lured to the brink, the un- 


wary often fall into the well; or they encoun- 
ter, just past the rim, strategically placed 
bristles on a waxy-smooth surface which 
claws, sticky pads, or hooks cannot grip. 
Lining the lower walls are other glands that 
secrete into the well digestive enzymes lethal 
to insects. Often with the heip of bacteria, 
the victims are digested. 


Nitrogen Lack Explains Plant Carnivores 


Why do such plants trap insects? Most, cer- 
tainly, this means of obtaining nutrients stems 
from i lack of ‘nitrogen in the soil, Here on 
the mountain, where eans of heavy rain have 
leached) away essential minerals, these inserts 
supplement the ustial plant diet: These same 
conditions are found in the bogs of North 
Carolina and northern California where I 
hove collected other curnivorous plants.” 

arly observers reported that the cap of the 
pitcher plant moved and would clamp down 
when an insect entered. Actually, no part of 
the plant is capable of such movement. 

Other observers thought the pitchers to be 
flowers. Instead thew are modified leaves, 
which serve this strange function for a while. 
Then, in the manner of all deciduous leaves, 
they pracs through a series of color chanires 
tnd die 

Each plant we examined that misty morn- 
Ing on the mountainside bore pitchers in 
every stage of development—tiny ones with 
their caps still sealed; slightly bigger ones 
with newly opened mouths and afew victims 
inside; fully grown pitchers containing a vir- 
tual soup of Insect remains: brittle ones in the 
process of deterioration. 

Flowers of most Neperiites appear as deli- 
cate pea-size blooms arranged in -spikelike 
racemes which usually project high from the 
Upper extremities of the vine. Male and fe- 
mile are distmet and grow on separate spikes 
(page 699). How pollination is accomplished 
is unknown, wathough wind, rain-splash, 
and insects may all be involved. 

Weather was no friend on this trip, and by 
noon the drizzle had turned to beating rain

The speaker was Fred Carpetiter, 
whose father was an American whaler, whose 
mother was Eskimo, and who heads the 
Eskimo settlement at Sachs Harbour. He 
laughed ws he spoke, his lauehter coming in 
low, guttural merriment that finally exploded. 
His blue eves danced with five “A TV dinner 
in an Eskimo home!” 

We hod the TV dinner—chicken, mashed 
potutees, and peas. Agnes, Fred's accorm- 
plished young wife, served it piping hot atn 
stall table in the kitchen of their five-roam 
frame house. It had arrived frozen in Tnuvik, 
a tew Canadian town on the Mackensle 
River Delta, and was 
flown to Sachs Harbour 
(man, page OT) Pred 
kept the TY dinner fre- 
zen ina typical Banks Is- 
land deen freeze—a hole 
in the ground. 

Permafrost, which be- 
gins one to five feet below 
the surface and extends 
downward 1,000 feet or 
more, provides an icebox 
that keeps seal, caribou, 
fish, or anv other fools 
[rozen until needed. 

A TV dinner in an Es- 
kimeo village we only 
one of many surprises | 
experienced on this sn- 
journ on Banks Ishind. I 
learned that in the wesl- 
em Canarian Arctic the 
ivloo has practically clis- 
appeared: that the kavak mo longer is used: 
that Eskimo children in school at Inuvik, 
Where all instruction is in English, are lasing 
their language and native culture. One of the 
grratest delights was almost endless summer 
davlight, The light-meter reading at two 
ocClock on & May morning was almost ox high 
as for a sunny dav in Washington, D.C. 

This was the trip [ had been eager to take 
ever since | had visited Aklavik ten years be- 
fore, Aklavik—whder name means “place of 
brown bear’-—then was the northernmost 
town on the Mackenzie River. Inuvik hal not 
yet been built, 35 miles away. 

One dav in August, 1953, 1 stood on the 
dock at Aklavik and saw the North Star, 


londed with polar bearskins and white fox 
fur, come in from Banks Island with Fred 
Carpenter at the wheel. That was asad jour- 
nev for Fred, because his first wife lay dving 
of tuberculosis in the Aklavik Hospital. 

My friendship with this warmbhearted Es- 
kimo continued through the years. When o 
letter from him in March, 1964, told of mid- 
Mav's ample sunshine, | planned my trip.

There are many lakes on Banks Islone that 
offer luke trout. In the overs are arctic char, 
the fish Fred Carpenter calle “salmon.” The 
Eskimos use nets in the rivers and bait or 
spears In the lakes. Much of the like fishing 
is done through the ice that holds all the 
waters of the island in its:-crip for 10 months 
of each year. The low dwarf willow is some- 
times tsed in the summer months to smoke 
the fish. More commonly, they are dressed,

below-zero weather a chloe is frozen, although 
Fred has never lost one. The dogs are fed 
once a day; anine-dog-team will cot at least 
une seal a week. 

All teams in the settlement spring to noisy 
life whenever they see another team beim 
harnessecL Some bark, others howl like the 
wolf that is in them. Amid the tumult are the 
voices of the newborn puppies, 
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Che Fekimis, whose wit is keen and sulitle, 
roared With lauvhier. Tt was a Carpenter day

Polar Bewrs Shoot Themselves 


Second in prominence in the Eskimo mov 
es were the hunts The most dangerous in- 
volved polar bears and seals. 

Holar bears are offen trapped, the clhvalt, 
being allowed to freeze deep tn the ice 20 that 
the bear cannot drag the trap, A variation is 
to bury a dun in the tee, with the mixele at 
the edge of a hole baited with seal blubber. 
The bear puts his head into the hole and pulls 
out the seal blubber, causing the gun to fire 

‘Phe Eskimos in the past sometimes useil 
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Whalebone to Kill bear. The bote was bent th- 
to the shame of a LU, tied with sinews, and then 
baited! with seal blubher. The bear bolted the 
whole thinglown. In tine, the sinew dissolved 
in the bear's stomach, the whalebone stringht- 
enec, and the bese died un peqnizing death. 

By July the polar bears are hunting seals 
amid the broken ite, and the Eskimos can 
pursue them in thelr canocs 

The son] hunt is the most commen type of 
hunt, tor the dos are especially fone of seal 
meat and itis their main chet 

The ice in the Arctic Oceun was breaking 
up when we were at Sachs Harbour, and 
there were leads of open water 14 to 15 miles 
ifishore. One dav five hunters went out in 
search of seal

they reach open water, This diy they cid tot

their shells, they are a grent delicacy 
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pete brabo—“evil bees" —the women general- 
ly stay home! 

Usually the bees live in giant nests built 
onto the outside of large tree trunks. Join- 
ine my friends on a bee hunt, T watch them 
locate a nest and then help make torches of 
dried polm leaves tied to long sticks. 

As soon we the torches are afire, the Incians 
run with them under the nest. The bees attack 
at once, They swarm around the Indiins, 
humming all the while, and bite furiously. 
The Indians’ skin is thicker and more resist- 
unt than curs, bot still they swat furiously, 
and often they retreat from the scene of acbon 

Having felled the tree, the Indians again 
und auain singe the mest, kill hundreds of 
bees, and smoke them out (page 752), Re- 
peated|y they are put to flight by hosts of bees. 

Later, ot the fallen tree, all is quiet, The 
nest still smolders. We feast on honey, dip- 
ying the combs, which still contain larvae, 
inte the sweet fluid, chewing the dark combs, 
und esting the pollen, which has a pungent 
taste. Finally the honevcombs are packed 
inte clay jars of wrapper! in palm leaves to 
be taken hore, 


Medicine Aids Spiders Victim 


One of the women hes in her hammock, 
trying and grouning loudly. Her hushand 
squats on the ground near her. All the in- 
tubitants of the maloca show their sympathy 
for her pain. They are serious and worried. 

“What happened?” T ask. 

*She was bitten by a sro.” 

We learn that a shou is a spider. 

“Will she die? 

Ipatoto smiles: “No, butitis very painful,” 

None of the Indians makes a move: There 
is po treatment—only wordless waiting and 
mieving, We give the patient a painkiller. 
She tokes it Without hesitation. Soon the 
groans cease. The maloca resounds once more 
with happy laughter. 

Before the Engbasagtsa sect out on their 
long march through forest and savanna at 
the becinning of the four-month dry season, 
to gather arrow shafts, they clear o new sec- 
tion of forest. They let it dry thoroughly, and 
set fire to it when they return in August or 
September, just before the start of the rains 

Flames shoot high, and the column of 
‘mike is Visible for many miles. The ashes 
fertilize the jungle soil for planting, which 
comes ticht after the first winter rains.. 

The field is cleared only superficially, Small 
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underbrush is removed. but the bie trunks of 
forest giants are left to char slowly, and palm 
trees ie strewn hit or miss (page 748). Be- 
tween the fallen trees the Indians plant com, 
manioc, beans, sweet potters, squash, pep- 
pers, cotton, and tobacco. Rubber tappers 
have given the Incions « few stalks of sugar 
cane.-Hananas are also in fayor, | 

As chieftain of the lar¢e family community, 
Ipatoto discusses with his men which section 
af the new clearing should be planted first. 
Then the work is tackled together, Ipatoto 
WOrkIng 7% hard as the rest. 

With pointed sticks the women poke holes 
in the soft ground. The men follow, powring 
a few kernels of corn inte the holes aned then 
tumping the 4oi) flat with u foot.

Trumpets Play for a Feast

Touuma, the vounger brother of [patoto, ts 
the first to drink the honey water.

Now there begins a strange woodwind 
concert Long trumpet:—aimple bamboo 
tubes—sound off in even rhythm, short- 
long-long-short. Each instrument is tuned to 
a different kev, by moving a slender bamboo 
pipe fitted inside the larger tube.
